Notification No, NHB.HFC.DIR.2/CMD/2002 dated 24 ,h April, 2002 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 30, 30A, 31 and 33 of the 
National Housing Bank Act, 1987 (53 of 1987) and all the powers enabling 
it in this behalf, the National Housing Bank being satisfied that it is 
necessary in the public interest so to do, hereby directs that sub-paragraph 
(1) of Paragraph 11 of the Housing Finance Companies (NHB) Directions, 
2001 shall, with immediate effect be substituted by the following, namely:* 

"1(a) On and from 24 th April, 2002, no housing finance company shall 
invite or accept or renew anv public deposit on a rate of interest exceeding 
twelve and a half per cent per annum. Interest may be paid or 
compounded at rests which shall not be shorter than monthly rests. 

(b) No housing finance company shall pay to any broker on public deposit 
collected by or through him, 

(i) brokerage, commission, incentive or any other benefit by 
whatever name called in excess of two per cent of the deposit 
so collected; 

pi) expenses by wav of, reimbursement on the basis or relative 
vouchers/bills produced by him, in excess of 0.5% of the 
deposit so collected."

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We have audited the attached Balance Sheets of 90 Schemes (enumerated in Annexure 

‘A’) of the Unit Trust of India as at BO 111 June, 2001, and also the related Revenue 

Accounts for the year/period ending on that date, annexed thereto. 

We report that 

1 The Trust has charged net depreciation amounting to Rs. 12190 crores (including 
Rs.6076 croreB pertaining to US-64) in the value of investments directly to Reserves 
instead of charging the same to revenue accounts of the relevant schemes. This 
practice contravenes regulation 39A of the UTI Regulations, 1964 and has resulted 
in over statement/under statement of profit/loss of the respective schemes, In the 
case of US 64 scheme, the Trust has, by resorting to this incorrect accounting 
treatment, converted the net loss of Rs,4521 crores into a net surplus of Rs.1555 
crores thereby enabling it to make an income distribution of Rs. 1278 crores at the 
rate of 10% on unit capital, which tantamounts to payment of dividend out of capital. 
The said practice has also affected the working results of 63 schemes (specified in 
Annexure ‘B’) to the extent of depreciation amounting to Rs.6114 crores (including 
Rs 2587 crores provided in earlier years) charged directly to reserves instead of to 
their revenue accounts. 

2 The Trust, in Note No. 4 in Schedule “L”, has stated: “In terms of accounting policy 
No. 7[B][i] the net depreciation in the value of investments in the schemes has been 
charged.to General Reserve/Unit Premium Reserve. This policy is in accordance 
with the UTI General Regulations 1964 and is being consistently followed from the 
year 1997-98 ” We are, however, of the opinion that the Accounting Policy, followed 
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by the Trust from the year 1997-98, is in itself wrong as the same contravenes 
Regulation 39A of the UT1 Regulations, 1964, Disclosure of an Accounting Policy 
or of changes therein cannot remedy or justify a wrong or inappropriate treatment of 
the item in the Accounts. As a matter of fact, prior to the year 1997-98, the Trust had 
been following the correct practice and policy of charging Depreciation in the value 
of Investments to Revenue Accounts and not directly to Reserves, which policy was 
strictly in adherence to the UTI Regulations, 1964 arid considered prudent from all 
aspects/angles. We do not comprehend the circumstances under which the Trust had 
to switch over to wrong Accounting Policy from the year 1997-98, for which no 
satisfactory explanation was forthcoming. Thus, the position brought out by the 
Trust in Note No.4 (Schedule “L”) and Accounting Policy No. 7[B][i], is violative of 
UTI Regulations. 

3. In 30 schemes (mentioned in Annexure ‘C’), the net profit together with balance 
available in resecves and surplus account was not sufficient to meet Income 
Distribution and Tax thereon totalling Rs.3644 crores which has consequently been 
paid fiilly or partly out of capital. 

4. We are unable to express our opinion on the quantum and financial impact thereof on 
the accounts of the Trust in respect of the following items: 

(i) Regarding sizeable differences between the physical stock of investments held 
by the custodians and the book records of the trust which remained 
unreconciled/unquantified. (Refer Schedule ‘L’ Note - 2) 

(ii) The debt investments included many cases involving large amounts sanctioned 
during past many years, where complete security in favour of the Trust had not 
been created, although the stipulated period had elapsed since long. 

(iii) Regarding reconciliation of bank accounts involving sizeable entries/items 
indicating large amounts pertaining to past many years, which had remained 
Unidentified/unadjusted for want of full particulars.

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Response of the Board of Trustees of the Trust to the Reports of the Statutory 
Auditors 


The Trust is unable to appreciate that one of the statutory auditors has chosen to 
comment adversely on a change of policy decided on by the Board in 1997-98. 
The adverse comments relate to interpretation of Regulation 39A of the UTI 
General Regulations, 1964. The legal opinion obtained by the Trust from its legal 
advisers has confirmed the validity of the decision taken in 1997-98. The 
correctness of the decision has been accepted by the statutory auditors of the Trust 
for the years 1997-98, 1998-99, 1999-2000 and the other statutory auditor for 
2000-2001. The legal opinion obtained by the Trust was also made available to the 
statutory auditor concerned. In this background, the Trust is of the considered 
opinion that the comments in point numbers 1 and 2 in the Audit Report of M/s. K 
K. Soni & Co. cannot be accepted as correct. 

In the light of the above observations, the comments of the Trust on the reports of 
M/s. K K Soni & Co. and M/s. Batliboi & Purohit are as under :- 


Trust's reply to the observations of M/s K K Sonl and Co.: 

Trust's reply to the Observation no. 1 of the report of M/s. K K Soni & Co, in 
respect of the policy of charging depreciation in the value of investments to t he 
Reserves. 


In the opinion of the Trust, the format of accounts prescribed under Regulation 
39 A of UTI General Regulations, 1964, framed under the UTI Act, 1963, permits 
charging the provision for depreciation in the value of investments either in the 
Revenue Account or in the Balance Sheet. Legal opinion obtained by the Trust 
from its legal advisers confirms this view. This practice has also been disclosed 
appropriately vide accounting policy no.7B(i). In view of this, in the opinion of 
the Trust, there is no violation of Regulation 39A. Consequently, the income 
distribution in US 64 for the year 2000-01 has been made out of the current year 
income and not out of capital as observed by M/s. K K Soni and Co. Therefore, the 
Trust is unable to agree with the observation of M/s, K K Soni and Co, and states 
that the procedure followed is in line with the UTI General Regulations. 
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Trust’s Reply to the observation no.2 of the report of M/s. K K Soni & C o. 

M/s. K K Soni and Co. have essentially repeated the contents of obervation no, 1 in 
observation no.2. Trust’s reply in respect of observation no.l stating that the 
accounts are prepared in conformity with the UTI Regulations holds good here 
also. Note no.4 of the Schedule L containing notes to accounts is intended to 
disclose that the accounting policy no. 7B(i), which has been consistently followed 
from the year 1997-98, conforms to the provisions of Regulation 39A of UTI 
General Regulations, 1964 and has been accepted by the Statutory Auditors since 
then. 

Trust’s Reply to the observation no.3 of the report of M/s. K K Soni & C o. relating 
to declaration of income distribution 


The schemes mentioned by the auditor can be categorised into (i) assured return 
schemes and (ii) other schemes. 

(i) Assured Returns schemes :

i. Thinly traded/non-traded debentures, bonds, term loans and

The yield to maturity is 
marked-up or marked-down for illiquidity risk. 

ii. Thinly traded/non-traded debentures, bonds, term loans and 

transferable notes of non-investment grade but performing assets are 
valued at a discount of 25 percent to face value.

If it remains unlisted or if no quote 
is available even after one year, then the valuation is done as per the norms 
applicable for non-traded/thinly traded equity as per para B (1). 

D. Government Securities : 

i. Government Securities are valued at the closing price as per the NSE as 
on the valuation date and in its absence, at the latest available quote 
within a period of thirty days prior to the valuation date. 

ii. Non-traded Government securities are valued at yield to maturity based 
on the prevailing interest rates as per the yield curve. 

E. Fully Convertible Debentures. Partly Convertible Debentures. 
Optionally Fully Convertible Debentures : 

i. Convertible portion of debentures, where the terms of conversion are 
available, is valued as equity at the closing market price or fair value 
applicable for traded and thinly/non-traded equity respectively. 

ii. Non-convertible portion of convertible debentures and the entire amount 
Uf convertible debentures, where the terms of conversion not 
aTfailable, are valued as per the norms applicable for n«H*- cdnV&rtil^e 
difcontures as per para A (ii) and B (2). 
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F. Unquoted warrants : Unquoted warrants are valued at the market rate of 
the underlying equity shares discounted for dividend element, if any, and 
reduced by the exercise price payable. In cases where the exercise price 
payable is higher than the value so derived, the value of warrants is taken 
as nil and where the exercise price is not available or the underlying equity 
is non-traded/unlisted, such warrants are valued at cost. 

G. Unquoted preference shares : Unquoted preference shares are valued at 
cost. 

H. Rights entitlements : Rights entitlements for shares are valued at market 
price reduced by the exercise price payable, further discounted for dividend 
element, wherever applicable. 

I. Money Market instruments : Money Market instruments are valued at cost. 

J. Capital-indexed bonds : Capital-indexed bonds are valued at the closing 
price as per the NSE on the valuation date and in its absence at the latest 
available quote within a period of 30 days prior to the valuation date. In the 
absence of quotation they are valued "on cost basis". 

K. Valuation policies for investments under Money Market Fund : 

i. Money invested in inter-bank call deposits is taken at cost. 

ii. Money invested in discount/interest earning instruments is valued at 
the yield at which the instrument was last traded. For this purpose, the 
latest available quote within a period of two working days, prior to the 
valuation date is considered. When no quotes are available within a 
period of two working days the instrument is valued at cost plus 
accrued interest till the beginning of the day plus the difference between 
the face value and cost, applied uniformly over the remaining maturity 
period of the instrument. 

iii. Other money market instruments, including unquoted debentures upto 
182 days to maturity, are valued at cost plus accrued interest till the 
beginning of the day plus the difference between the face value and cost, 
applied uniformly over the remaining maturity period of the instrument. 

7.PROVISION AND DEPRECIATION 

A. Provisions against the income considered doubtful : 

i. Provision is made in respect of outstanding interest income of the period 
prior to the date on which asset is classified as NPA. 

ii. Provision is made in respect of dividend, where it remains outstanding for 
more than 132 days from the ex-dividend date. 
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B. Depreciation in the value of Investments : 

i. The aggregate value of investments as computed in accordance with 
paragraph 6 above is compared to the aggregate cost of such investments 
and the resultant depreciation, if any, is charged to General Reserve/Unit 
Prerr’um Reserve. In case such aggregate value exceeds the aggregate 
cost or the aggregate Value as at the end of the previous year, the 
appreciation is added to Unit Premium Reserve/General Reserve to the 
extent depreciation was previously adjusted. 

ii. In cases where unquoted equity or preference shares were written off in 
the earlier years, such investments are written back to their cost as and 
when a quote or fair value is available.. 

C. Provisions for non performing assets ; 

i. An "asset" is classified as non-performing, if the interest and/or principal 
amount have? not been received or remained outstanding for one quarter, 
i.e. 90 days or more from the day such income/ installment has fallen 
due. Provision for such assets is made individually as stated in the table 
below. Such provisions are not made for other performing assets of the 
same company.

ii. Principal repayment remaining outstanding on NPA is provided in full. 

iii. Provision for NPA is charged to Unit' Premium Reserve /General 
Reserve/Revenue Account as the case may be. 

iv. Provision made under Accounting Policy under 7 (A) is written back on 
receipt. Investment Provision made due to interest default and on first re- 
schedulement is written back after a period of two quarters and investment 
provision made due to interest and principal default and on first re- 
schedulement is written back after a period of four quarters even though 
• the asset is serviced regularly. Investment Provision on subsequent re- 
schedulement or restructuring (issue of a new paper) is written back after 
a period of eight quarters though asset is serviced regularly. 
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8. INTER-SCHEME TRANSACTIONS!ISTs): 

i. Traded equity shares : ISTs of traded securities are effected as per Policy 
6 A(i) . 

ii. Non-traded/Thinly traded/unlisted equity shares : ISTs in respect of 
these securities in case of a maturing scheme (i.e., scheme maturing 
within a period of 45 days from the date of 1ST) are effected at the 
transfer price arrived at by the following methods: 

a) If market quote is available in any recognised stock exchange for 
such equity, during a period of past 90 days as on 1ST date, the 
latest such market quote, discounted by 25% for illiquidity, is 
considered. 

b) Unquoted equity is valued at the fair value as per the methodology 
approved by the Board of Trustees from time to time. The 1ST of 
unquoted equity is done at the fair value less discount of 50%. 

c) By calling for bids from other schemes and the 1ST is effected at the 
highest bid. 

d) If no scheme is willing to take, then the security is transferred to 
DRF at Re.0.01. 

Transfer of these securities in case of a non-maturing scheme are 
effected at Re.0.01 to DRF. 

iii. Debentures/bonds: 

a) ISTs of traded debentures and bonds are effected as per Policy 6 A 
(ii). 

b) ISTs of thinly traded/non-traded debentures, bonds, term loans and 
transferable notes are effected as per Policy 6 B (2). 

c) Transfer of NPA securities to DRF_ are^ effected at Re. 1.00 per 
security. 

iv. Government Securities: 

ISTs of quoted / unquoted government securities are effected as per 
Policy 6 D. 

v. Other investments: ISTs of other investments/assets are effected at 
carrying cost of such investments/assets. 

9. STOCK LENDING 

The interest earned under stock lending is recognized as revenue on accrual 

basis. The shares lent under stock lending schemes are stated as jjart of the 

Scheme portfolio. All the risks associated with regard to the securities lent are 

indemnified by the SEBI Authorised Intermediary. 
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10. FIXED ASSETS : 

i. Fixed Assets are stated at historical cost less accumulated depreciation, 
except in respect of land, buildings, premises and building improvements 
which are stated at revalued cost less accumulated depreciation. The 
fixed assets are revalued once in three years. The resultant surplus on 
revaluation has been shown as revaluation reserve. Depreciation on the 
appreciated amount on account of revaluation is charged to Revaluation 
Reserve. 

11. Depreciation is provided on the written down value method at the under 
mentioned rates except on those assets held for less than six months in 
the accounting year, where depreciation is provided at half the said 
rates 

Building and ownership premises 5% 

Furniture and Fixtures 10% 

Office equipments, Building Improvements, 

Software, Computers & Motor Vehicles 33.33% 

iii. Leasehold land and premises are amortised equally over the period of 
lease. 

iv. Building improvements in leased premises are depreciated at 33.33% in 
case the lease period exceeds eight years. However, in case the lease 
period does not exceed eight years, the same is amortised over the period 
of lease and in case the lease is not renewed within the period of eight 
years, the balance unamortised amount is charged in the last year of 
lease. 

Fixed assets, which are installed and put to use, pending final settlement of 
liabilities are stated on an estimated basis. On final settlement depreciation is 
adjusted, from the date the asset is put to use. 

11. BUY-BACK OF UNITS: 

The units of schemes, listed on stock exchanges, which are bought back for 
redemption through open market operations, are accounted for on trade dates. 

12. TRANSACTIONS OF OVERSEAS OFFICES: 

The expenses are taken into the books of account at average closing monthly 
rates of exchange. The bank balance and cash in hand are taken into account 
at the closing rate of relevant foreign exchange as at the end of the year. The 
resultant gain/loss on account of foreign exchange variations are taken to 
revenue. 
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13._RESERVE FUNDS: 

In accordance with the provisions of Section 25 B (1) of the Unit Trust of India 
Act, 1963 the following funds have been created, which, though belonging to 
the Trust, are accounted under the Unit Scheme 1964 as a matter of 
administrative convenience. 


Development Reserve Fund (DRF) : 

A. Constitution : 

The Fund is set up for developmental, research, promotional and any 
other activities of the Trust. The fund provides guarantee in respect of 
return/capital under certain schemes. 

The Fund is built up by: - 

i. Contributions from 

- schemes launched from 1st July, 1994 onwards, as per the respective 
scheme provisions. 

- for all other schemes, at the rates approved by the Board of 
Trustees. 

ii. Management fees received from VECAUS III, India Fund Unit Scheme 1986, 
India Growth Fund Unit Scheme 1988, and India Access Unit Scheme 1996 
(Class 1 86 II) India IT Fund 1997, India Debt Fund 1997, India PSU Fund 
and consultancy fee received from Cairo MF Management Co. 

B. Operation: 

i. Income and expenses .of the fund are accounted for on cash basis. 

ii. Investments are carried at cost. 

iii. The fund mainly invest in the equity shares of companies promoted/co¬ 
promoted by the Trust. 

iv. Two Years after closure of a scheme, at the end of the accounting year 
the residual assets are valued on the basis of market price, if available, 
otherwise as per the approved rates. The value so arrived at is adjusted 
against liabilities/provisions and the resultant net surplus/deficit is 
transferred to DRF. In case of pooled schemes this practice is followed 
two years after closure of the last scheme. Any claims in future against 
these schemes are charged to DRF. 

v. Initial issue expenses / recurring expenses in excess of limit jjpegecibed 
by SEBI of the funds raised by the schemes launched during;t^y^ySfi(r 
absorbed by the DRF. 
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C. Other Funds :- 

6ver the years, the Trust has established the following funds through 
contribution from the Development Reserve Fund:- 

i. Rajlakshmi Womens' Welfare Fund, 

ii. Senior Citizens' Welfare Fund, 

iii. Childrens' Welfare Fund and 

iv. Investors' Protection Fund. 


These funds and Unit Trust of India Employees’ Provident Fund, Medical 
Assistance Fund and Staff Welfare Fund arc vested in Unit Scheme 1964 and 
are invested alongwith the investments of the scheme. The scheme pays 
interest to these funds at rates approved by the Board of Trustees. 


14. INCOME DISTRIBUTION : 

i. Provision for income distribution on unit capital is made at rates 
approved by the Board of Trustees. 

ii. In respect of application money pending capitalisation, provision for 
income distribution is made fot schemes where units are sold at face 
value and for other schemes no such provisions are made. The income 
distribution is charged to revenue appropriation account in the year of 
capitalisation. 


In respect of monthly income plans launched after 1st January 1997, where 
the income distribution is assured, the liability pertaining to cumulative option 
is provided for the period from April to March each year in the books of 
accounts. 


15. RETIREMENT BENEFITS 

The provident fund liability is funded and contributions paid to the 
Employees’ Provident Fund. The gratuity liability (accrued) and the 
liability for retirement leave encashment benefit (determined by actuarial 
valuation ) is provided in the accounts. 


l. 
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ii. Contributions towards staff welfare fund are made by the schemes 
launched after 1/7/94 at the prescribed rates and accounted for under 
Staff Welfare Fund and are vested in Unit Scheme'64 as per para 13(c) 
above. The amount of said corpus will be utilised for the benefit of the 
employees. 


16. UNIT SCHEME 1971 : 

i. Maturity Bonus is provided over the period of the Plan. 

ii. Provision for Maturity Bonus, Agents’ Commission and appropriation 
towards premium payable to LIC on application money on sale of units, 
is made on subsequent capitalisation thereof.

2. The investments of the Trust for all its domestic schemes are 
held together with the custodian and not scheme-wise. The 
investments as per the holding certificate of the custodian when 
compared with the records of the Trust revealed certain 
differences, which are in the process of reconciliation. 

3. The Trust has revised the norms for valuation of investments 
and provisioning for non performing assets and income with 
effect from 1 st January, 2001, in consonance with the norms laid 
down for the mutual fund industry. As a result of this change in 
provisioning norms, there is an overall additional provision in 
the schemes. 

4. In terms of accounting policy No,7[B][i] the net depreciation in 
the value of investments in the schemes has been charged to 
General Reserve/Unit Premium Reserve. This policy is in 
accordance with the UT1 General Regulations 1964 and is being 
consistently followed from the year 1997-98. 

5. a) The reconciliation of many bank accounts reveal several old 
entries outstanding for which reconciliation work is in progress.

6. Balances shown under loans, advances, recoverables, creditors, 
sundry deposits and suspense accounts are subject to 
confirmation by certain counter-parties and consequential 
adjustments, if any. 

7. The Trust has lodged a revised claim for Rs. 10.75 crore on 
27.10.2000 (the original date of lodgement of claim was 
13.11.1998) with the insurance company for the loss of fixed 
assets due to fire on 7.11.1998 at the Eastern Zonal Office and 
the Kolkata Main Branch office, the settlement of which is 
pending acceptance. 

8. U.T.I. Employees’ Pension Fund will be created after the 
amendment of U.T.I. Employees’ Provident Fund Regulations. 
The approval for the said amendment lias been received on 
17.9.2001 from the competent authority. Till the Pension Fund 
is created, the contribution of the Trust is being deposited with 
U.T.I. Employees’ Provident Fund and the pension payments, in 
respect of the retired employees who have opted for pension tip 
being made by debit to suspense account. The amounts 
representing the Trust's contribution in respect of these 
employees with the interest thereon, have been credited to 
Sundry Deposit account.

1. Dividend income or listed equity shares is recognised on the ex-dividend 
date. Dividend income on unlisted equity shares is recognised on the date 
of declaration of dividend. 

ii. Profit or loss on sale of investments is recognised on the trade dates on the 
basis of weighted average cost. 

iii. Other income is accounted for on receipt basis. 

2. EXPENSES: 

i. Expenses are accounted for on accrual basis. 

ii. Certain common expenses incurred under Unit Scheme 1964, are allocated 

to the other schemes as per the provisions of Sec 25 (4) of UTI Act, 1963 

iii. Unit Scheme 1964 which owns the fixed assets, recovers service charges, on 

a basis approved by the Board, from other schemes for their usage of the 
said assets. 

3. DEFERRED REVENUE EXPENDITURE : 

In accordance with the provisions of Section 25 (3) of the Unit Trust of India 
Act, 1963, the initial issue expenses are written off equally over the tenure of 
the scheme. 

4. INVESTMENTS : 

i. Investments are stated at cost or written down cost. 

ii. In case of secondary market transactions, investments are recognised on 
trade dates. 

iii. Subscription to primary market issues is accounted as investments, on 
allotment. 

iv. Bonus/right entitlements are recognised on ex-bonus/ex-right dates. 

v. The carrying cost of investments includes brokerage and service tax. The 
stamp charges have been included in the carrying cost of investment with 
effect from 1st January, 2001. 
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5. VALUATION OF INVESTMENTS 

A. Traded Securities : 

i, Traded securities (other than government securities), including those 
under lock-in period, are valued -at closing prices on the recognised stock 
exchange or any other stock exchange on the valuation date and in its 
absence, at the latest available quote within a period of thirty days prior to 
the valuation date. 

B. Thinly Traded Securities: 

1. Non Traded/Thinly traded equity or equity related securities : 

a) Non-traded/thinly traded equities where latest/previous financial year's 
balance sheet is available within nine months from the close of the year 
of the company is valued at a price based on the average of net worth 
per share and capitalised earning per share (PE discounted by 75%). 
The price, so arrived is further discounted by 10% to reflect the 
illiouidity. 

b) Non-traded/thinly traded equity where latest/previous financial year's 
balance sheet is not available within nine months from the close of the 
year of the company is valued at Re.0.01 per share. 


C. Investments in Initial Public Offer/New Knowledge Based Companies/ 
Demerged companies : Investments in Initial Public Offer/New Knowledge 
Based Companies/Demerged companies are valued at cost for a maximum 
period of one year till the scrip is listed. If it remains unlisted or if no quote 
is available even after one year, then the valuation is done as per the norms 
applicable for non-traded/thinly traded equity as per para B (1). 


D. Unquoted warrants : Unquoted warrants are valued at the market rate of 
the underlying equity shares discounted for dividend element, if any, and 
reduced by the exercise price payable. In cases where the exercise price 
payable is higher than the value so derived, the value of warrants is 
taken as nil and where the exercise price is not available or the 
underlying equity is non-traded/unlisted, such warrants are valued at 
cost. 

E. Rights entitlements : Rights entitlements for shares are valued at 
market price reduced by the exercise price payable, further discounted 
for dividend element, wherever applicable. 

F. Money Market instruments : Money Market instruments are valued at 


cost. 
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6. PROVISION AND DEPRECIATION 

A. Provisions against the income considered doubtful : 

i. Provision is made in respect of dividend, where it remains outstanding for 
more than 132 days from the ex-dividend date. 

B. Depreciation in value of investments : 

i. The aggregate value of investments as computed in accordance with 
paragraph 5 above is compared to the aggregate cost of such investments 
and the resultant depreciation, if any, is charged to General Reserve/Unit 
Premium Reserve. In case such aggregate value exceeds the aggregate 
cost or the aggregate value as at the end of the previous year, the 
appreciation is added to Unit Premium Reserve/General Reserve to the 
extent depreciation was previously adjusted. 

ii, In cases where unquoted equity were written off in the earlier years, such 
investments are written back to their cost as and when a quote or fair 
value is available. 


7. INTER-SCHEME TRANSACTIONS(ISTs): 

i. Traded equity shares : ISTs of traded securities are effected as per Policy 
5A(i) 

ii. Non-traded/Thinly traded/unlisted equity shares : 

Transiei oi oc'.'initics to DRF are effected at Rs.0.01 per share. 

iii. Other investments: ISTs of other investments/assets are effected at 
carrying cost of such investments/assets. 

8. STOCK LENDING 

The interest earned under stock lending is recognized as revenue on accrual 
basis. The shares lent under stock lending schemes are stated as part of the 
scheme portfolio. All the risks associated with regard to the securities lent are 
indemnified by the SEBI Authorised Intermediary.

(a) Dividend on equity shares is recognised on ex-dividend dates in respect of 
quoted companies and on the respective dates of the shareholders’ resolution 
in the case of unquoted companies.

(b) Interest is recognised on accrual basis except where collectibility is in doubt. 
Charge on sales is recognised on accrual basis to the extent it can be 
ascertained and considered recoverable with reasonable certainty. Revenue 
recognition on loans placed in non-accrual status may be resumed and 
suspended income recognised when investments becomes contractually 
current or collection of suspended incomes is assured. Premium on loan

(iv) Fully convertible Bonds (FCB) are generally carried at the principal amounts 
outstanding and are written down where in the Fund Manager's opinion there 
is diminution in value.

1. Basis of Accounting 

The financial statements are prepared as per the accrual basis of accounting, under the historical 
cost convention. 

2. Unit Capital 

Unit Capital represents the net outstanding units at the balance sheet date. 

The net premium or discount to face value on issue and redemption of units is credited ur dth ■*.! 
respectively to the Unit Premium Reserve, after adjusting an appropriate portion o' tin >. , - 
proceeds or redemption payouts to the equalisation account. 

3. Foreign Currency Transactions 

Amounts receivable and payable in foreign currency are recorded at the spot for// 
specified in such contracts. 

4. Equalisation Account 

The portion of the distributable income / loss for the year accrued upto the date ot the transaction, 
which pertains to the units issued or redeemed, is adjusted to the equalisation account out of the 
proceeds of subscription/redemption payouts so as to maintain the per unit amount of the scheme’s 
distributable income/loss unchanged for the accounting period. At the year end, the balance in 
equalisation account is transferred to Revenue account. 

5. Investments 

a) All investments are stated at cost or at written down cost. ‘Cost’ includes brokerage and service 
tax.Cost also includes stamp fees w.e.f. Januuiy 1 st . 2001 in line with SEBI regulations; before 
which it has been charged off to revenue. 

b) In case of Secondary market transactions, Investments are accounted for on 'trade' dates, 

c) Bonus / rights entitlements are recognised as investments on the ex-bonus / ex-right dates, 

d) Investments viz, debentures / bonds, deposits etc are transferred to current assets on redemption / 
due dates. 
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6. Valuation of investments 

a) Quoted i fives' nents are valued at the closing market rates on the Mumbai Stock Exchange and 
m rs absc e the National Stock Exchange , and the other regional Stock Exchanges on the 
valuation late or the latest available quote within a period of thirty days (sixty days upto 31 st 
December. 2UU0) prior to the valuation date available for Mumbai Stock Exchange or other 
stock exchanges. Quoted investments which are not traded for a period of thirty days (sixty 
da> upto 31 s ' December. 2000) prior to the valuation date but traded upto one year from the 
va nation date are treated as deemed quoted and valued at the latest available quote less 
discount of 10%, Quoted investments which are not traded for a period of one year from the 
valuation date are treated as unquoted investments. 

b) In respect of the India Access Fund Unit Scheme, 1996, the closing rates on the National Stock 
Exchange are consideied. 

c) Effective January 1,2001 in accordance with the change in valuation policy approved by the 
Board of Trustees: 

(i) securities in which the cumulative trading volume and quantity traded in the 
previous month is less than Rs.5,00,000 and 50,000 shares respectively are 
classified as thinly traded securities. 

(ii) securities which have not been traded for a period of thirty days prior to the 
valuation date are classified as non-traded securities. 

d) Thinly traded and non-traded securities are fair-valued at 90% of the average price obtained on 
the basis of capitalization of earnings and break-up value of the securities based on the latest 

available balance sheet. 

e) Rights entitlements accrued by the schemes and non-pari passu shares arising from allotment 
of rights, bonus and conversion are valued at closing market rates of the relevant shares on the 
valuation dates, adjusted for the dividend element, where applicable. 

f) Unquoted investments are valued on fair valuation basis as determined by the Board of Trustees. 

gi Unquoted debentures and bonds are valued at yield to maturity at the rates approved by the 
Board of Trustees. 

h) Unquoted share warrants are valued at the closing market rates of the relevant shares on the 
valuation dates as reduced by the acquisition cost and discounted for the dividend element, if 
am In cases where the acquisition cost is higher than the closing market rates, the value of such 

warrants are taken as nil. 

0 Unquoted Government Securities are valued at yield to maturity based on the prevailing interest 

rates. 

; i Muncy market investments are recorded at book value. 

k:' .'ovCcit Government securities are valued at the market rates on theNSE on the valuation date. If 
no quote is available for a period of seven days prior to the valuation date, the same are treated 

is unquoted. 
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1) Provision for depreciation in the value of investments is determined and provided on an 
aggregate basis. In cases, where in the opinion of the Board of Trustees, there is substantial 
diminution in the fair value of unquoted investments, the cost of such investments is written off 
/ provided for. 

The above basis of computing the market value has also been adopted for the weekly Net Asset 
Value (NAV) and consequently for computing the management/ advisory/custody fees payable. 


7. Inter Scheme Transactions 

Transactions between schemes managed by the same investment manager are effected at the 
previous days closing market rates on the Mumbai Stock Exchange for quoted investments. 

In respect of India Access Fund Unit Scheme 1996, the transactions are effected at the closing 
prices of the securities on the NSE on the date of trade. In respect of unquoted debentures, the 
transactions are effected on the basis of Yield to maturity as determined by the Board of Trustees. 


8. Revenue Recognition 

a) Income on investments is generally recognised on accrual basis except where there is 
uncertainty about ultimate recovery / realisation. Such income is recognised when the 
uncertainty is resolved. 

b) Dividend is recognised on 'ex-dividend date' for quoted shares and on the date of receipt for 
unquoted shares 

c) Interest on fixed income securities is recognised as income over the period of holding. 

d) Profit or loss on sale of investments is recognised on the trade date and is determined on the 
basis of the weighted average cost method. 

e) Front end fees on investments in shares and debentures is reduced from the cost of such 
investments. 

f) Income of miscellaneous nature is accounted on receipt basis. 


9. Expenses 

All expenses are accounted for on an accrual basis.
